LONDON, Jan. 5, 3 a. m.—The Daily Mail’s 
‘@orrespondent with Gen. Nogi, telegraphing 
the news of the raising of the Japanese flag 
over Port Arthur, says that two hundred 
Japanese prisoners who were found in Port 
Arthur have been released by the victors. 
There were scenes of enthusiasm when the 
prisoners met their countrymen. Some of the 
released men were sailors who had shared 
the desperate channel blocking enterprises, 
and who, it was supposed, had perished. 
Others were soldiers who had been captured 
by Russian sorties. 

Gen. Nogi now keenly feels the tremendous 
sacrifice of Japanese lives involved in the 
-success of: his plans. His outward appear- 
ance has changed, and. he looks aged and hag- 
gard. He has grown careless about his dress. 
Every branch of the army pays tribute to 
his ceaseless activity and solicitude for the 
welfare of his men and staff. He refera to 
Gen. BStoessel as a hero, and emphatically 
says his surrender wil) not tarnish his fame. 

The correspondent saye that the Russian 
torpedo boat destroyers were purposely per- 
‘mitted to escape from Port Arthur under the 
eyes of the Japanese fieet as a tribute to 
the bravery. of the Russian garrison. 


Scene of the Surrender. , 
The Daily Telegraph's Port Arthur corre- 
spondent telegraphs a picturesque account 
of the scene at the time of the negotiations 
for the capitulation of Port Arthur. He says: 
* It was a magnificently sunny day, with a 
wonderful stillness reigning on the belliger-

ENEMIES MEET AS FRIENDS. 

KUROKI’'S HEADQUARTERS, Jan. 3, via 
FUSAN, Jan. 4.—A remarkable episode oc- 
curred between the intrenghments of the 
two armies New Year's day, showing a lack 
of animosity among the combatants. A 
Russian and a Japanese officer met under 
red flags and spent the afternoon In friendly 
conversation. Each officers had an escort 
of two soldiers. 

The affair was entirely unofficial and was 
the result of an exchange of notes between 
the two junior officers, whose organizations 
occupied the same ground alternately. They 
conducted a friendly joking correspondence 
by leaving letters in the Chinese houses. 

When the officers sallied forth to the meet- 
ing place one of the Russian trenches, being 
unadvised of the truce, opened fire. The 
Japanese party fired, and the Russians re- 
turned to the lines and stopped the shooting.

Both officers brought refreshments, and 
although only half an hour’s truce was ar- 
ranged for the visit, it was prolonged two 
hours, War matters were not discussed.

The fall of Port Arthur has taken all the 
heart out of the approaching festivities of 
the Russians’ Christmas. It is even pro- 
posed to dispense with the {lluminations and 
decorations which are always features of 
the holidays. The churches are filled with 
mourning friends and relatives of the fallen 
heroes of the fortress. A ngtional service 
in the Kazan cathedral, at which the em- 
peror and the imperial family will be present, 
is being arranged for tomorrow. The zemst- 
vos and town councils of many cities, includ- 
ing St. Petersburg, have adjourned as testi- 
mony of their grief as a regult of the public 
calamity, and subscriptions have been start- 
ed to erect a monument to Gen. Kondra- 
tenko, who was killed at Port Arthur Dee.

WEW YORK SLEET AND sNOW 
PARALYZES TRAFFIC. 
Mercury at 10 Above Zere, While Trol- 

ley Passengers Are Held im Stalled 

Cars, Minus Heat and Light—Dritts 

Porm in Subway; and One Surface 

Train Collision Injures Many — 

. Oeean Liners Are Held oud the Storm 
at Sea, 


New Jan. 4.—Not in several years 
thes New York been visited by a storm of such 
proportions as that which commenced yes- 
terday and continued until early today. Nine 
inches of snow fell, peralyzine traffic, and 
the marked drop in the temperature brought 
The blizzard 
caused seven deaths here <nd in vicinity, 
while many persons, overcome by the cold, 
dropped in the street, some of them receiy- 
ing fractured bones. 

The storm began with an icy sleet, which 
stuck to car rails and caused a speedy aban- 
donment of railroad and trolley schedules. 
The sleet covered the sidewalks and streets 
ing ice and rendered them almost impassa- 


A fine snow succeeded the sleet and, aided 
by the wind, soon piled up drifts that shut 
off many suburban points from the city. 

At 9 o’clock this morning the mercury 
registered 10 degrees above zero and con- 
tinued In that vicinity all day. 


Drifts Cause Milk Famine. 


The drifts caused a milk famine, and only 
@ small percentage of the usua) amount of 
milk was delivered in the eity. Milk trains 
on the various railiroads were held up by 
enowbanks, while the milkmen from West- 
oester and Long isiand were unable to get 
through the drifts, which formed a cordon 
about the outskirts of the city. 

Owing to the inability of small grocers 
and coal dealers to get supplies, they ran 
short and put thelr wares up to. famine 
prices. Great suffering resulted in the poor- 
er districts from this action. 

Five of the seven men who met death died 
trom exposure, another siipped on an icy 
platform of an elevated station and fel) in 
front of an approaching train. The seventh, 
L. W. Eller, a conductor on the Pennsyivania 
rallroad, blinded by the driving snow, stepped 
in front of the congressional limited train 
at South Amboy. 


‘Snow Piles Up in Subway. 


The demoralization of the surface car serv- 
ice played havoq with those going to busi- 
nesa. The elevated trains ran infrequently, 
throwing the bulk of ioe traffic from the up- 
per districts of the city to thesubway. Even 
the underground road did not escape the 
storm. At the Times square station snow 
drifted in, forming a drift five feet high, and 
it was impossible for people to use the station 
until the snow had been cleared away. 

The subway did the biggest four hours’ 
business in its history between 8:30 and 10:30 
a.m. The regular schedule was abandoned. 
Six car traine were run instead of five cars, 
and a large number of additiona! trains were | 
added to the service. 

It is eqtimated that the storm will cost the 
New York City railway company over $100,- 
000. Although the residents of Manhattan 
had a hard time, their trials were insig- 
nificant compared with residents in the Bronx 
and Brooklyn. The whole transportation 
system in the Bronx broke down when the 
morning travel was at ite height, and people | 
were compelled, in many Instances, to tramp 
miles to the nearest “ stations. All the 
wurface lines were tied up. 


Cars Stalled All Night. 


The storm paralyzed traffic tn the country 


districts of Staten Island. In many places 
the snowdrifts were deep, and several! trolley 
care were stalled all night between Rich- 
mond and New Dorp. Smal buildings in 
various parte of the island were blown down | 
by the gale, and telegraph and telephone 
wires were much damaged. 

Incoming ocean liners report a blizzard at 
sea. The Teutonic and Armenian, from Liv- 
erpool, the Furnessia from Glasgow. and the 
Pringzessin Victoria Lutse from Hamburg 
are at quarantine after tempestuous pas- 
eages, but outside the bar are several ves- 
sels from European and South American 
ports. 

The effects of the blizzard were felt at most 
points along the New England and middle 
Atlantic coast. So far no marine fatalities 
been reported.

made during this period. 

He had organized his orchestra in 1866 be- 
cause he realized that efficient and satisfac- 
tory work from a company of players was 


constantly associated together. He con- 
ceived the pian of a series of nightly con- 
certs and he found the public ready for them. 
His programs at this time were remarkable 
for their catholic nature and for the large 
number of novelties they contained. 

His orchestra was known as the Thomas 
Orchestra and its fame soon was as wide as 
the United States, for during the more than 
twenty years which it existed it visited all 
the prominent towns and cities from Bos- 
tion to San Francisco. In 1878 Mr. Thomas 
went to Cincinnati and for two years had 
charge of the Music College there. -Dis-

The 
date of the opening was Oct. 9, but the great 
fire destroyed the theater, and Mr. Thomas 
and his orchestra were unable to get nearer 
downtown than Twenty-second street. They 
turned at once southward and did not come 
here until a year later—Oct. T—when eight 
concerts were given to dedicate and inaugu- 
rate the new Aiken's theater, Wabash ave- 
nue and Congress street, across from where 
the Auditorium now stands. 

The following February five were 
offered in the Michigan Avenue Baptist 


church and in the Union Park Congrega-: 


tional church, and a month later the orches- 
tra came here with Anton Rubinstein and 
Wienlawski as soloists. On Oct. 6, 1873, 
the new Kingsbury hall was opened with 
eight concerts, in which Myron W. Whitney 
was the chief soloist and at the last of which 
the Apollo club assisted. Four months later 
the Apollos arranged for four concerts, and 
Mr. Thomas and the orchestra assisted. 


In Summer Night Concerts. 


In 1877 the first series of summer night con- 
certs ws undertaken. This series proved only 
moderately successful from a financial 
standpoint, but aftet Mr. Thomas had left 
Cincinnati, in 1880, and was once more touring 
the country he came to Chicago again and 
was to have appeared in the new Central 
Music hall. The maneger, George B. Car- 
penter, died suddenly, and in February, 1881, 
Milward Adams, who then was assistant at 
the new hall, made a trip to New York. and 
the business association and the friendship 
which endured until Mr. Thomas’ death was 
then and there established. 

Mr. Thomas and his men came to Chicago 
and gave several concerts in Central 
Music hall, and in the summer of 1x2, 
in the old Exposition building on the 
lake front, a five weeks’ season of sum- 
mer night concerts was undertaken. These 
were continued every summer unti] 1889, and 
laid the foundation of the musical culture 
of Chicago—an undertaking in the credit for 
which Mn Thomas and Mr. Adams have 


equal share. Musical festivals were given . 


in the Exposition building in May, 1882 and 
1884, at which appeared some of the mest 


famous singers of Europé, and of which Mr. 


Thomas was the direcior and artistic head. 


Chicago Orchestra Is Founded. 


In December, 1889, the Auditorium 
and the following spring ur. 
Adams brought Mr. Thomas and his orches- 
tra to the new building for a week of ccn- 
certs. The undertaking was not financially 
profitable, although artistically it was jn the 


highest degree satisfactory. These concerts 
led to the considering of the founding of a 
symphony orchestra for Ghicago,. and the 
following autumn the Chicago orchestra be- 
came a reality. Mr. Thomas took’ up his 
residence here, and except’ for the compara- 
tively small amount of touring he did, and 
his summer visits to his country place ‘n 
New Hampshire, he was constantly in Chi- 
cago until the time of his death, 

The leader was head of the music depart- 
ment of the World's Columbian exposition 
and evolved a plan for the exemplifying of 
the musical development and progress of the 
world which, could it have been carried out, 
would have been one of the most complete 
and remarkable ever perfected. Misunder- 
standing and dissensions caused Mr. Thomas 
to lay down his directorship. before the fair 
closed, but his plan remains a tribute to his 
musical knowledge and his skill as an organ- 

izer. 

Mr. Thomas married twice. His first wife 
was Miss Minna L. Rhodes of New York, by 
whom: he had. five children, two daughters 
and three sons. The eldest son, Franz, died 
in Florida, but the other four children are 
married and live in the east. The second 
Mrs. Thomas was Miss Rose Fay of Chicago, 
who survives him.

Every company is trying to get 
all the business it can, I take it. As to our 
entering into a conspiracy to obtain a mo- 
nopoly of the business, that is another fool- 
ish charge which cannot be substantiated. 

“The matter of discrimination in rates 
which ts raised I am not prepared to an- 
swer off hand, for the reason that the ques- 
tion of rates for electrical power and light 
is a complicated one, but we will meet every 
issue in the suit and will fight it to the last 
court.”

POINTS INGOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


Legislation Urged for Civil Service, Pri- 
- Mary Elections, and for the New 
‘Charter for Chicago. 


Springfelé, Jan. 4.—[Special.j—The 


governor's qwessage, sent to the legislat 
today but. not readj was of 
length, made so because he-used it asa vehi- 
e e Institutions and boar 
for the last two years. 

Aside from this review, the m e dis- 
cusses but four general topics—state finance, 
civil service, primary elections, and the Chi- 
cago. charter. He Urges legislation on the 
last three subjects only. 

In regard to state finances, the governor 
gives it as his opinion that a working cash 
balance of $1)000,000 In the state ‘treasury 
is sufficient to meet all requirements. Under 
the present system the-state maintains a 
working cash balance of $2,000,000, making a 
52 cent tax rate necessary. The governor 
states that by cutting the balance to $1,000,- 
000 the tax rate could be cut to 45 cents. 
However, the governor makes no recom- 
mendation to this effect. 

Favors Civil Service Law.

They know 
what candidates they Want to vote for and what 
candidates they ‘want. to-vote ‘against. believe 
that ‘when they voted for a primary election law,

to me to be equally absurd to assume that they are 
demanding a primary law with. the Australian 
ballot for the nomination of candidates and yet 
remaining content with the election of delegates 
by the old caucus system. ae 
Exception in Cook County. 
‘The govcrnor thinks that in any primary 
law passed the legislature will have to make 
some ns to méet conditions in Cook 
county. On this;he says: 
For example, if may be neceseary to devi 
some method by which the nomiration of judges 
of courts In great counties Mke Cook county, and 
the nomifiation of members of the board of county 
commissioners In counties like Cook (which has 
fifteen. commiseioners. to be elected every year, 
ten by the city and five by thé country towns), 
may be brought about without merely nominat- 
ing those candidates who received a plu- 
reality of the-votes cast. In such cases there is 
what may be called cumulative voting. In other 
words, one yoter in the city of Chicago having the 
right to e for ten candidates for county com- 
missioner ‘mey trade off his entire nine votes in 
order to get nine votes for his particular’ candi- 
date, in addition to his own. Im this way the 
adherents of one candidate, who might be an un- 
worthy man, might secure for him a bare plurali- 
ty, and it might be possible that:the highest plu- 
ralities would fall far short of a majority, and 
indeed that mo one candidate would recéive more 
than 25 per cent of the entire vote cast; in which 
case the serious question arises, hase the choice 
of the people been declared? es 


Charter for Cook County. - 


Gov. Yates urges the legislature to give its 
earnest consideration to the legislative needs 
of the city of Chicago under the amendment 
to the constitution adopted at the last elec- 
tion. He says: 

The people of the state, by the vote at the polls, 
have unmistakably stated that it is their desire 
that such legislation be enacted as may reasona- 
bly be enacted this constitutional amend- 
ment. They have not, by their ballots, voted to 
inaugurate any given system of improvements or 
of courts or taxing bodies or governing bodies fn 
the city, of Chicago, at any time, or any system 
whatever, immediately. But they have, by. their 
ballots, stated that they are willing that the gen- 
eral assembly shall pass reasonable laws to inau- 
gurate reasonable reforms for the benefit of Chi- 


enterests of City and State. 


In conclusion the governor urges the legis- 
lature to take up the question of charter 
legislation for Chicago with a spirit of the 
utmost fairness, both to the city and the 

It is of ‘the utmost importance that this pledge 
made by Chicago to the state be kept, and that 
no legislation, be enacted under this constitutional 
amendment which will affect the rights and lib- 
erties or taxes of the people residing in the state 
of Illinois outside of the city o% Chicago.

YOUNG WIDOW CONFESSES 
SHE MURDERED HUSBAND. 


| Michigan Farm Tragedy Due to Love of 


Employer’s (Wife for Hired Man— 
Takes Babes to Jail. 


Mason, Mich. Jan. 4—[Speciél.]—Carrie | 
Joslyn, a girl widow, has confessed, the police 
say, that she murdered her aged husband, 
William Joslyn, who died at their home in 


arsenic, which had been brought her by 
Isaac Swan, a farmhand, their plan being to 
marry when her husband was out of the way.

He lived to see the ac- 
complishment of his purpose and to receive 
his reward in such a popular gift as no other 
musician has received, as no other city has 
attempted to make. Grand in his ideals, un- 
swervingly honest and honorable in his 
eareer, splendid in musica! gift, and noble in 
manliness of character, with a great loving 
heart behind his austere seeming, he has 
gone, and thousands will mourn for him.

It has long been known that Porto Rico 
is suffering from an anmmic disease which 
robs the blood of its hemoglobin, or red 
corpuscles, and devitalizes the rural popu- 
lation to an alarming extent. In February 
of last year a commission was appointed 
for the study and cure of the disease known 


‘commission has examined some 5,000 cases, 
and the results of its investigations ‘have 
beeh summarfized by Maj. L. L, Seaman in 
a communication to the New York Herald. 
Up to the present time anwmia among the 
peasants of Porto Rico was supposed to be 
dueto poverty and poor food. But according 
to the commission the cause of the disease 
is not mal-nutrition. It is the presente in 
the bedy of a parasite, “ uncinaria duoden- 
alis,” of, in other words, a hookworm, which 
requires about two months for development 
after infection and gradually exhausts the 
blood of its vitalizing ingredient, leaving the 
victim. spiritiess and physically bankrupt. 
It does fot prove fatal at once, but kills by 
slow degree. The extent of the plague may 
be understood. from the statement that 
“90 per cent of the entire rural population,

In Prussian prisons the death rate from 
tuberculosis is from 45 per cent to 50 per 
cent of the total mortality; in French prisons, 
from 30 per cent to 50 per cent; in Austrian 
prisons, 61. Dr, Bennett, prison physician 
of the western Pennsylvania penitentiary, 
finds that in fifteen American prisons the | 
lowest tuberculosis rate is 26, the highest 
62.8, the average being 42.8. The reasons for 
this high mortality are confinement and in- 
door life; a relatively high proportion of 
those with the disease, 50 per cent, it is esti- 
mated upon entrance; heredity; previous 
vicious life; despair and loss of morale from 
the sentence; the insanitary and overcrowd- 
ed conditions of the jails; the lowered yi- 
tality of the negro. Concerning the last, Dr. 
Bennett shows that the actual death rate 
of colored prisoners is far higher than that 
of the whites. The best remedy suggested 
for this deplorable condition is open air, 
colony, or farm life. This-is carried out in 
Texas on the Wynne state farm, and instead,
